worrying about prices. 


Reports now indicate 
that m ilitary pur­ 


chasing departm ents are becom ing jittery 


too. They are 
beginning to feel 
the same 


pinch that the business man does w ho finds 


that to buy a new supply of som ething he 


needs soon is going to cost him much more 


than it did a few weeks ago. 


Prices of m ilitary w eapons and supplies 
have increased 
an average 
of 25 percent 
since the outbreak 
of fighting 
in Korea. 
Some price tags 
are still higher. A heavy 
gun that 
cost $160,000 
last June is now 
billed at $250,000, with the price still clim b­ 
ing. 
Higher cost of 
rearmament 
will be re 
fleeted in higher taxes. In turn these will be 
followed by higher prices and wages as the 
vicious spiral continues. 


Price Controller Di Salle thinks the top­ 
most price plateau 
will 
be reached next 
month, after which there will be a leveling 
off. He gives no reason for this prediction. 
There is no evidence of intention to attack 
inflation at its basic points. And the govern­ 
ment “price freeze” is only a mild chil!. If 
there is any 
frostbite anyw here, 
it is not 
visible to the naked eye. 


If production continues its present excel­ 
lent pace and governm ent policy slow s the 


manufacture of new money, there w ill be 


som e hope. There is none in continuation of 


present inflationary policies. 


Partial controls are ineffective. C om peti­ 


tive free enterprise is vastly to be preferred. 


B ut unless inflation 
is taken 
in hand the 


country will 
be subjected 
to governm ent 


controls so strict that free enterprise will be 


only a memory.
